S1n,—Its effective and practical results compared with the common reci 
and those engines of the rotary kind, by whose eminent names are called—viz., 
the ** Watt,” “ Dundonald,” “ Fitzmaurice,” ‘‘ Maudslay,” “* Wright and Hyatt,”

gear, thereby having all the Legs or of the common engine, which I have be- 
fore stated are avoided in my engine. It is all very well for one to suppose himself

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The usual ventilating powers are, of course, extensively used, but the 
of the seams in many of the mines in this district, and the ex- 
tent to which underground machinery is necessarily applied, render the 
working of the mines more than usually dangerous. The return of col- 
liery accidents for the last three years, ending in 1853, shows an average 
of 145 sccidents, attended with a loss of 2153 lives per annum, which, 
at the rate of 38,000 persons employed, as ascertained for the intermediate 
year, 1Ba2, gites ap average loss of 5°33 lives per 1000 persons at work. 
In the mines of Belgium, which in point of as steep- 
ness and fire-damp, resemble those of this district, the loss of life by ac- 
¢idents during the five years ending 1849 averaged only 3-14 per 1000; 
and even in 1851 and 1852, when accidents were more rife, amounted only 
to 4°5 per 1000. In the same five years, the deaths were, on an average, 
at the rate of one life lost for every 34,911 tons raised in Belgium; in the 
last two years the average was at the increased rate of about one life for 
every 31,000 tons. In the Lancashire, Cheshire, and North Wales dis- 
trict, during the last three years, the average was at the rate of one life 
for every 46,010 tons of coal raised. The entire quantity of coals raised 
in Great Britain may be taken at 54,000,000 tons, and as the loss of life 
in the whole of our collieries, in 1851 and 1852, averaged 985 per annum, 
the av loss of life for the entire kingdom is one life for 44,822 tons 
of coal. total annual consumption of coals in Manchester and Sal- 
ford may be estimated in round numbers at 2,000,000 tons. The public 
are much indebted to Mr. Dickmxsow for these results, and we Hope that 
his example will be followed.by those having similar means of informa- 
tion in the other colliery and mining districts.

We trust that a new 
era is dawning, and that speculators will become more cautious for the 
future, investigate affairs Ives, and not become the passive tools of 
a set of needy, unscrupulous adventurers, who project companies, not for 
the purpose of carrying them out, but to ascertain the gullibility of their 
more honest fellow-men, and prey upon their credulity. There are many 
honourable men connected with mining, whose character and position 
stand high in the world; and it is a matter of surprise that some ot ihese 
have not, for their own sakes, repudiated all connection with those who 
have so disgraced, and by their conduct thrown such discredit on, mining 
enterprise. We may try for coal, copper, iron, and lead, but if we are 
to rush after the precious metals, either at home or abroad, let it be under 
different auspices, and with more care and circumspection than has cha- 
racterised our proceedings the last three years. 


We are glad to hear that a satisfactory arrangement for the shareholders 
in the Banpon Baryres Company is in course of completion. From the 
reported value of the mine, and the interest excited by the various state- 
ments in connection with the company which have appeared in our co- 
lumas, it would have been unfortunate if the conduct of one or two indi- 
viduals had caused the adventure to have g@t into discredit, and thus pre- 
vented a full development of the anticipated resources of the property.

The discussion on Mr. Cotiren's motion, on Tuesday last, in the House 
of Commons, must be hailed with satisfaction by the commercial commu- 
nity in gencral. Despite the specious arguments of the President of the 
Board of Trade, the opinion of the House was almost unanimous in favour 
of the enactment of a law for limited liability, and the Government may 
now be considered as pledged to bring in a bill to that effect. Although 
this will not take place in the present session, it is to be hoped it will be 
one of the earliest in the next, fraught as it is with so much vital import- 
ance to the mercantile world in general. Had such been the case, and 
there been one defined law, with limited liability, to regulate all joint- 
stock companies, most of the sinking gold mining schemes would have 
been checked in their reckless career. Many of these mines were started 
under the Cost-book System, such being clearly not legal. Several of 
those taking the scrip did not understand this system; they knew there 
was no deed to sign, and, consequently, imagined they were free from lia- 
bility. This has, however, recoile? on themselves, as the directors in these 
game concoctions evade their cesponsibilities by stating they are not lia- 
ble ; the shareholders have not signed the cost-book. Both parties have 
committed illegal acts, and there is no redress at law. Thus these di- 
rectors chuckle over their victims. In companies where there was a deed 
under the Joint-Stock Companies’ Act, many were afraid to sign; and, 
as in the Golden Mountain Company, although it was once on the Stock 
Exchange, there has not been on the deed a sufficient number of sharehold- 
ers to constitute a legal meeting. 

Companies have been formed under American charters, en commandité 
—in fact, in every way to evade the existing law. In one instance, the 
gerant in London of a gold mining company in California, established on 
the commandite principle, was an escaped felon from France, who was ap- 
prehended here, and sent back to his native country: the person who gave 
information against him being his fellow-gerant, who was aware of this, 
but did not peach until they had some disagreement— Arcades ambo. Had 
there been a defined system of liability, men of more acumen and credit 
would be interested in these adventures; as it is, the present defective 
and absurd law affords an opportunity for designing knaves to plunder 
unsuspecting fools, and this it will be seen has Toon done to a consider- 
able extent since the commencement of the gold mining mania, The legal 
portion of the question has been so ably discussed in these columns, that 
further observations on that head are unnecessary: what it is wished to 
be conveyed here by the recital of these simple facts is, that under the 
present state of the law commerce is fettered; and to remove these ob- 
structions the speedier the change is arrived at the more gratefully it will 
be received by those whose pursuits are so much affected by it.

The same applies to the Hinge Trade, for 
which increased orders have likewise been received from abroad. Judg- 
ing from the enormous quantities of these articles shipped to America, 
building must be going on in the States to a great extent. 





IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DONCASTER. } 

June 30.—The demand for Iron has been unchecked by the advance in 
prices, and as there are no stocks of materials for ironmasters, and as 
labour is scarce and dear, there appears to be no reason to apprehend any 
sudden re-action from present prices. So long as America relies upon us 
for its supplies of iron, and continues to require our manufactures in the 
construction of its railways, which are of un eled extent, there is no 
reason to doubt the iron trade being in a highly prosperous state. If the 
rapid extension of American railways should not cause any derangement 
in the monetary operations in that country, there is every probability of 
a continuance of present prosperity. Our warlike stores will occasion 
a very large consumption of iron, which will be entirely destroyed, and 
cannot be used again; although, compared with the consumption in the 
peaceful arts, this is, perhaps, not very important, yet it may compensate 


of general consumption. The improvement in all stocks consequent upon 
the news of the Emperor of Russia's intention to evacuate Wallachia and 
the provinces, will no doubt strengthen and give firmness to the market. 
An enormous advance has jvst taken place in the price of Liron. Messrs. 
Sykes, of Hull, have advanced some of their best descriptions of this iron 
as much as 5/. per ton. This large increase of price, with the present 
demand, will probably lead to an advance of all descriptions of steel-iron 
from 1/. to 2d. per ton. It is fully expected that at the preliminary meet- 
ings of the ironmasters this week an advance of from 1/. to 2/. per ton 
upon bars, and other descriptions of iron in proportion, will be declared. 
The demand for pig-iron is much in excess of the supply. Although 
shipments appear to have fallen off, prices are not likely to be affected 
from that cause. Railway springs cannot be made in anything like the 
quantities required; and other descriptions of work for railways are 
almost as active. The railway-wheel trade, which is extensively carried 
on at Rotherham, is exceedingly brisk. Messrs. Sandford, Owen, and 
Watson are actively employed in this department of the trade, and the 
Midland Iron Company are largely engaged, amongst other work, in the 
manufacture of tyres for railway-wheels. The general demand for tyres 
is very great, but they will be im greater request in the winter season, 
when wagon-builders lev so many more orders for wagons. 

The Coal Trade is not in such a prosperous condition as last reported. 
Coalmasters are more eager to sell than they were a short time ago, and 
we should not, therefore, be surprised to learn of a reduction in prices. 
There is an attempt being made to keep up present prices throughout the 
summer, but it is very questionable whether the coalmasters will sueceed 
in doing so. The general demand is not so great as it was, and produc- 
tion has been lessened, in consequence of the unwillingness on the part of 
the men to work full time. The miners are in receipt of such good wages, 
that if they work three or four days per week they are satisfied, and will 
drink, and waste the remainder of their time. It is to be deplored that 
such an amount of intemperance should exist in the mining districts. 

The Clay Cross Company are making preparations for the extension of 
their works. The new furnace which is in course of erection is in a very 
forward state, and a new colliery is about to be sunk at Ankerbold. While 
they have adopted every improvement calculated to benefit the works, 
they have had due regard for the comfort of those in theiremploy. In 
addition to the number of cottages they have already erected for their 
workmen, they have just entered into a contract of about 5000/. with Mr. 
George Heath, builder, of Chesterfield, for the erection of 40 dwellings, 
the ave cost of which is a sufficient guarantee that they will be cot- 
tages of the first-class order.

Juwe 29.—The main feature of the week, in connection with the trade 
of this district, is the preliminary meeting of the ironmasters, which took 
place to-day at the Foley Arms, Stewponey, and which terminated in the 
following resolution :—‘ That the price of iron remains the same—Bars, 
11/.; Hoops, 12/.; and Sheets, 13/.”" These prices are not the declared 
prices of the last quarterly meeting, but those which have been obtained 
since, and which are considered indispensably necessary to meet the high 
_ of ironstone, and all other materials necessary for the make of iron. 

2 meeting was attended by an unusual number of the masters. Mr. 
Philip Williams, one of the most influential and extensive ironmasters in 
this district, was elected chairman, in the place of the late Mr. Michael 
Grazebrook. The trade was reported not only exceedingly firm, but the 
demand in all parts of the district above the supply. The demand for 
telegraph wire is unprecedented, and the orders cannot be supplied, 
notwithstanding the enormous powers of production which we possess. 
Thousands of tons are required for countries on the Continent whieh we 
should have supposed would have been the last to have adopted this means 
of communication. It would appear, however, that the war has neces- 
sitated the adoption of the most rapid means of communication in all parts 
of Europe, and hence the extraordinary demand, which England alone is 
able to supply. The consumption of iron for this purpose is supposed to 
justify the course which the ironmasters have taken. 

As a consequence of the extraordinary state of the trade, there is one 
branch which seems to be suffering very considerably—I mean the Tin- 
plate Trade. Is is calculated by some that there has been a reduction in 
the make of tin-plates of little short of 14,000 boxes per week in England 
and Wales. Sundry large manufactories are reported to have ceased work- 
ing, owing to the unremunerative prices of tin-plates. The price of block 
tin, iron, tallow, &c., has certainly been latterly exceedingly high, and 
rendered it impossible to bring the plates to a profitable market Iam 
glad, however, to be able to announce improved prospects in this branch. 
Circulars were received here to-day from the Staffordshire houses, an- 
nouncing a rise of at least 1s. per box, and an intimation that all future 
orders must be sent subject to the price to be fixed at the next meeting.
